THE RIVER POPULATION OF OANTON. 


Ax immense number of the Cantonese spend their 
existence wholly on the river. Some of the boats 
which swarm along the banks are permanently an- 
chored, and to these others of all dimensions and 
of indesoribable forms are moored. Some of these 
vessels are built Jike houses; and there are regu- 
larly established floating shops, for the accommo- 
dation of the river population. The pleasuro-boats 
are often very handsomely decorated; res lendent 
with gilding, elegantly carved, and em lished 
with lattioe-work. At night the river presenta 8 
most fantastic speotacle. Fleets of these river habi- 
tations, hung round with lanterns, cruise about 
incessantly, without ever fouling each other. The 
skill of their occupants in this respect is really 


admirable; you see at once that they are an 
aquatic population—born, living, and dying on the 
water. 


Women usually mansge the boats, for which 
they have such a capacity that they are often 
trusted to steer the largest junks. Nor are they 
remarkable for expert rowing and steering alone, 
but for their general ugliness also. However, they 
have commonly one recommendation for the lovers 
of the beautifal—white, regular teeth. As for 
their morals, they are not nearly so regular. The 
Canton boat-women usually wear a cloth kerchief 
tied about their heads, and e baby slung at their 
backs, sometimes. 

The aquatic tendencies of the Ohinese are natu- 
rally attended by a great love for the water-lily, 
which, indeed, has always been a favourite in 
Chins. Poets have celebrated it; tbe Doctors 
of Reason number it amongst the ingredients ne- 
cussary for the eliixir of immortality, and econo- 
mists praise it for ts utility. 

„This plant,” gaye the Abbe Huo, “commonly 
called in Obiva lienhoa, has broad rounded leaves, 
scolloped at the edges, fleshy, full of veins, and 
sloping to the middle; some swim on the surface 
of the water, others rise above it to different heights. 
They are of a tender green on the upper surface, 
rather darker underneath, and supported by long 
stalks spotted with blsok. 

“The flowers of the water - lily have numerous 
petals, disposed in such a manner that when they 
are not completely open you might take them for 
large tulips; afterwards they expand into a rose- 
like form. In the middle of the flower is a large 
covival pistil, which becomes a rounded, spongy 
fruit, divided throughout its length into celle full 
of oblong seeds, enveloped in a kind of shell like 
the scorn, and composed like it of two white lobes, 
between which is the germ. The stamens are very 
— filaments terminating in vidlet-coloured 
anthers. 

_“ The Chinese distinguish four kinds of water- 
lily—the yellow, the white, the red, and the pink, 
the three latter sometimes with single flowers, 
sometimes with double. This plaut may be propa- 
gated by seeds, but more easily and rapidly by 
roota; it does not require any kind of culture, 
and thcre is nothing comparable to the effect pro- 
duced by this splendid flower on the ponds and basins 
China. It does not bud till towards the end of May, but its germi- 
uation is very rapid, and its great leaves lying on the surface of the 
water or reised majestically to various heights, form a covering of 
most exquisite verdure, the beauty of which is of course enhanced, 
wien it is enamelled by flowers of various dyes. They are larger 
th:n poppies, and their dazzling tints are beautifully relieved by the 
ren leaves. The young Ohinese posts are particularly fond of 
co'«brating the beauty of the water-lily gleaming in the moonlight 
as the boats row about the basins, illumined by swarms of glow- 
wcims and fire-flies. 

“ The water-lily is very remarkable, too, in a utilitarian point of 
view. Its seeds are eaten as nuts are in Europe, and boiled in 
suger and water they are considered delicious by epicures. The 
gigentio root la a great resource for culinary pa, and in 
whatever way it is dressed, it is always excellent and wholesome. 
The Ohinese ps ah quantities of it with salt and vinegar, 
to eat with ric; uoed to a powder, it is extremely agreeable 
wher boiled with milk or water, and in the summer it is eaten 
raw like fruit, and is very refreshing. Finally, the leaves are 
constantly made use of instead of paper for 1 up all 
kinde of things, and when dried are often mixed with tobacco, 
to reuder it a little milder.”

THERE are so many materiale in vogue for the 
present season, that surely all tastes must find 
something with which they can be pleased. Li 5 
“ knickerbocker,” flannel, and composite ma 

auch as silk and woollen reps, or woollen poplin, 
are made into morning dresses and robes de 
chambre; silks, moires, setins, and velveta are 
only applicable to toilettes de ville, and dinner 
dress, or ball-room wear. ‘Tulle, or tarlatane, 
crape, and Chambery gauze are worn over satin 
or silk skirts. The flannels now worn in and ont 
of doors are of a much thicker make than those 
to which we are accustomed, and are called mol- 
leton. The most fashionable are of scarlet or 
bright olae, with small designs in bleck. The 
pattern of the material is simulated in the trim- 
mings; for instance, should the flannel be scarlet, 
with narrow black stripes, narrow braids will be 
employed to ornament it. If with spe ts or squaree 
of black, buttons of the same form will be used as 
trimming. Many dresses and cloaks in these sim- 
ple fabrics are trimmed with rows of round cord, 
or tubular braid, on which are sprinkled smal? 
steel or jet beads. These cords are placed ja 
rows around the skirt, and carried up each breadth 
as high as the knee; or, in some cases, straight 
up the middle of the back. Morning dresses thus 
trimmed are generally made with a round plain 
body, aud small basque behind only. The sleeves 
of ihese bodies are always small, with elbow 
seams. With these dresses it is customery to 
wear a petticoat of the same, over which the skirt 
is raised; they are also es, by cloaks 
of the same, short balf-fitting paletots, or camails, 
with or without hood This style, of drees and 
cloak alike, is now considered only suitable for 
morning toilet, and is rarely seen in any dressy 
material, with the exception of velvet. For toilettes 
de visite, moire, satin, faille silk—that is, un- 
watered moire — taffetas antique, and velvet, are 
much worn. Many opera cloaks that we have 
seen were of scarlet, trimmed with black lace, or 
embroidered in black and white floss silks. The

INAUGURATION OF THE NEW BIRMINGHAM 
EXOHANGE. 
On Monday the new Exchange recently erected at Birmingham by 
a limited liability company, at a cost of upwards of £20,000, was 
formally dedicated to public use, the inaugural ceremony being per- 
formed by Mr. W. Scholefield, the senior member for the borough, 
and ident of the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce. The 
buildings, which have been nearly two years in progress, are 
situated in close proximity to the central railway station in New- 
street, and the noble free grammar echool of King Edward VL, a 
capital example of the work of the late Bir Oharles Barry. 
The exterior of the Exchavge buildings is of stone, in the 
Gothie style of architecture, treated in the fashion prevailing in 
most of the leading cities on the Continent.

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GaLLasr Rescur.—Daring the voyage of the Peninsular and 
Oriental Oom 41 steamer Bombay from Melbourne to Galle, in 
August last, ne ell in with a very heavy south-west gale off the 
sonth coast of Australia. There was a tremendous sea running, 
and two of the crew (Lascars) were washed overboard from the 
bowaprit. Although the attempt to eave them seemed hopeless, a 
boat wes lowered, and Mr. Silas Fowler, the second officer, with 
six of the crew, volunteered to put off to the resoue. Ata distance 
of more than a mile from the ship, when they were on the point of 
giving up the search, they providentially came upon the men, and 
got them into the boat, one of them having bis thigh broken. Great 
anxiety was felt by all im the ship for the safety of the boat's crew, 
and when they returned on board with the rescued men they were 
received with loud cheers. A subscription was immediately raised 
among the passengers and officers of the ship, out of which a sum 
of money equal to a month’s pay was given to each of the men, and 
a handeome testimonial to Mr. Fowler.

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ALLEGED MANSLAUGHTER BY AN 
OFFICER. 

On Wedaerday evening week a fata! ontar- 
trophe occurred at the village of Preston 
Plucknett, about a mile from Yeovil. It ap- 
pears that Lieutenant Lang worthy of the 7th 
Fasiliers, who is now on a visit to his father, 
the well-known solicitor of Ilminster, le't 
home in order to attend the county ball a: 
Yeovil. He drove a horse and four-wheel, 
and was accompanied by his father's groom. 
He reached Preston all safe shortly after nine 
o'clock. Ia the centre of the village the 
Yeovil rifle corps band was EE. and a 
crowd had collected around Lieutenant 
Longworthy drove right through the band 
and crowd at a gallop. The horse knocked 
down a man, named John Gear, and the 
wheels went over his head and neck. Lieu- 
tenant Langworthy went on, but pulled up 
about seventy or eighty yards from the scene 
of the accident. The mob, on hia alightiog 
from the carriage, became very hp and 
Lieutenant Langworthy was assaulted by the 
sergeant of the band, and others. The poor 
man Gear, on being taken up, died almost 
instantaneously. From the manner in which 
Lieutenant Langworthy drove through the 
crowd, and from what was allezed to have 
been seen by several persons standing near, 
the lieutenant was given into the custedy of 
the police at Yeovil, but was admitted the 
same night to bail. On Friday week Lieu- 
tenant Langwortby was taken before Mr. W. 
Harbin and Mr. T. Messiter, county magis- 
trates, charged with causing the death of 
John Gear. As the inquest upon the body 
had not been held, the officer was remanded, 
bail being accented, himself in £500 and two 
sureties of £250 each.

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Tux past year has been in many respecta an ovent'ul one. The 
Queen and her spreading family have bad their cxperiences, sweet 
and bitter, like the rest of us. Three grandohildren bave been 
born to the Queen—our fu'nre Prince of Wales, cne at Berlin, and 
one at Darmstadt. While the Continental despots have been cir- 
cling about in Europe,] ke flies in the air, as if for the purpose of 
encountering or avoidiug each other, it was felt everywhere that 
the Queen cf England could not go to Garmany this year. Almost 
all the Continental sovereigns and their prime ministers have met, 
at various times and places: bat England does not want to enter 
into their counsel, under the present aspect of affairs; and the only 
rapresentativo of our royal family has been Prince Alfred at 
Berlin (where he received the Order of the Black Eagle) against 
the inclination of the people at home, and probably against his own. 
People at home liked better to hear of him as a student at Bonn. 
It has been a year of much sickness aud unuinal mortality; and 
this appears in tho long list of deaths of eminent as weli as common 
or unknown men. Every body's first thought will be of the two 
statesmen whom old men little thought to survive, the Duke of 
Newcastle and the Earl of Carlisle. The Church has lost two 
bishops—Dra. Turton, of Ely, and Davys, of Peterborough. The 
navy has lost two admirals—Gage (Admiral of the Fleet) and 
Baumarcz. Among the peers, two Dukes of Oleveland have died 
Clare hea become extinct. The Duke of Athole and the Earl of 
was old. From the House of Commons Mr. Spooner will be 
missed with kindly feelings by those who differed from him most. 
Among political agitators Smith O'Brien must be first, in 
whatever year he died; bnt thero was also William Johnson 
Fox, member for Oldham.

| Smedley and T. Colley Grattan, who gave us novels, and essays, 
and social sketches,—but some from whom we hoped to hear 
much wit and wisdom yet. Adelaide A. Procter is gone, and 
Nathaniel Hawthorne, whose genius has been (and let na hope will 
be) a tie between his own country and ours. Colonel Torrens and 
M'Cullocb, busy wen in the early days of political economy, bava 
died out in a good old age. George Daniel and Charles Winston, 
antiquarian in their respective ways; Mr. Dilke, of the Athenzum, 
Professor Pillans, the great promoter of education ia his day, and 
Nassau W. Sevior, known and regretted as professor, economist, 
administrator, lawyer, essayist, have leit us during the year. Among 
the arlists the ravage has been great. Of actora we have lost 
Frederick Robson and the gallant veteran T. P. Cooke, In mueio, 
Meyerbeer is the world's loss, ia which wo share. Poor Bebnes, 
the ecalptor, in leaving his life of trouble, recalled many memories 
of old achievements. Of painters, we have lost Dyce and W. H. 
Hant, David Roberts, with his beloved desert and old temples, and 
Lance, with his fruit end flowers; the dignified president of the 
Scottish Accademy, Bir John Watson Gordon, and our dear familiar 
friend and most loveable censor, John Leech.

| commanda confidence by hiz qualities, but has that experience ol 
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the nativo races and their ways which is our best security against 
neodless frontier wars. If the Bhootan quarrel fs to be proseouted 
in co ecrious a way as by a military expedition, we may feel assured 
thet there ia now no escape from the necessity, as Sir J. Lawrence 
is quite as reluctant as any one elso can be to engage in an adven- 
ture sa disagreeable, so dangerous to valuable lives, and so little 
satisfactory, even in case of the best result. Whether the necessity 
might have been avoided by more foresight and better wisdom at 
an earlier time is another question, and one which there is no use 
in discussing nov. On the 12th of November the viceroy issued a 
proclamation announcing the military expedition against Bhootan, 
and explaining the caures of it. The immediate object of the prc- 
clamation was to ‘prepare the chiefs, landholders, and peasants in 
the region to be traversed for understanding and doing their duty. 
That daty is simply to keep quiet in their homes and at their busi- 
ness, aiding the troops if requested to do so, and fearing no harm. 
The way in which the British envoy was treated last year has 
brought on the final determination. Our settlements in Assam 
must be rendered safe from attack by these hill barbarians, who 
think they have snubbed the British power, and may continue 
their iocuraions. The districts belonging to the Bhooteas in Bengal 
are therefore declared to be annexed to Bengal; and so much of 
the hill region as is necessary to protect the plains and the Dar- 
joelivg district. Three forte, guarding the passes from Bhootar, 
aro included in the annexed territory. When the Bhooteas have 
been dealt with there will be a survey of the frontier lands, end 
determination of the new boundary. This kiad of work, which 
we are for ever hoping we have done with, is always turning ap 
again; and nobody can feel more disgust at it than the present 
viceroy, who is regarded with more deference by the hill tribes 
than, perhaps, any of his predecessors. In the proclamation he 
expresses the reluctance he feels; and there is ground for much 
reluctanes on account of all the parties concerned.

If it is necessary to preserve the throne of these realms as 
an object of competition for the illustrious race of the Saxe-Cobargs, 
by all means let it be done; bu: since the Princess Mary, or any 
children of hers, could hardly by any possibility succeed to that 
station, the refusal is utterly without excuse, and deeply do we re- 
gret that her Majesty should have been advised to withbold her 
consent. However, consent or no, in the presence of God, 
and with the blessings of the Churob, the Princeses Mary, as 
we hear, has asserted her own righte, and the marriage hes 
taken place.”

NEW PEERS. 


Tne session of parliament which is now rapidly approaching will 
see several new faces in both houses.

The Duke of Cleveland, who enjoyed his honcure but a few months, 
has also passed away, and his seat will be filled by his brother 
Lord Harry Vane, a distinguished member of the Lower House, 
who occasionally took a prominent partin its proceedings, and who, 
it will be remembered, nominated the present speaker for his high 
office. The Earl of Oadogan died on the 15th of September, aud 
at the meeting of parliament Viscount Obelses, his eldest son, who 
for some time represented the borough of Dover, will be enti'led to 
take his seat in the House of Lords. The Marquis of Bristol died on 
the 30th of October, and his place in the House of Lords will be 
taken by Earl Jermyn, the late Oonservative member for West 
Sussex. Viscount Boringdon, of Balliol College, Oxford, who is

is seat as the Earl of Morley in succession to his father, who died 
on the 28ih of August. The new earl has just attained his majority, 
having been born on the 11th of June, 1843. His Royal Highness 
the late Prince Consort stood sponsor to him at his baptism. Tho 
death of the Earl of Stair, which has recently taken place, oreat«s 
another vacancy in the House of Lords, which will be supplied by 
Viscount Dalrymple, who will succeed as Baron Oxenford, of Cous- 
land, in the peerage of the United Kingdom, the earldom of Sta‘r 
belng a Scotch peerage. Lord Manners died on the 14th of Nc- 
vember, causing a blank in the House of Lords for the 
present, inasmuch as the successor to the title was born 
on the 15th of May, 1852, and will not, therefore, reach 
his majority till 1873. The death of Lord Rodney, who 
died on the 19th of August, will also create a blank in the House of 
Lords, which cannot be filled up until 1878, when his successor, 
the Hon. George Bridgea Dennett, his eldest son, will ba of sge.

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MANDERS’ MAMMOTH MENAGERIE. 


Ova readers will doubtless remember that we recently published an 
illustration of the Great Mandernetheca, which forms the magniú- 
cent frontage of the above immense zoological establishment, * 
being exhibited daily in Churoh-stree!, Islington. The arrival o 
this unparalleled menagerie in Loudon bas created much interest, 
and its spacious enclosure is constantly cro wded daring the hours it 
is open to the public. We now have tbe pleasure of presenting a 
large view of the interior of tbis splendid travelling exhibition, 
taken by our own artist, and we strongly recommend our readers to 
pay the menagerie 8 el visit, feeling assured that the treat 
there in store for them jr ir repay the trouble in making 8 
“ pilgrimage ” to “ merrie Jelington.” 

Ft would be easy to extend remarks to 8 considerable length by 
dilating on the uses and advantages to be derived from en ac- 
quaintance with nataral history; nor would it be difficult to show 
how much that is bright aud besutifal in nature is for ever lost to 
him who has never become conversant with the study. Bat our in- 
olination is to avoid what some ill-matured oritics might term 
“twaddle,” and our limits forbid us to descant on a theme which 
others (who aro far better qualified than we can ever possibly be- 
come) have treated with all the ardent enthusiasm that is inherent 
in the breast of every true votary of nature. The subject, indeed, 
presents a wide field for the employment of the mental faculties; 
and we confess it is difficult to repress some of the thoughts that 
arise from its contemplation. No part can bə viewed as unim- 
portant or uninteresting—none that is unworthy of the mo:t aiten- 
tive consideration, or that can fail to impress the minds with feel- 
ings of profound admiration for the worke of nature. Marvellous, 
indeed, as they are all, the most astounding manifestations of Su 
preme intellience are unquestionably displayed in His character as 
“ Lord and Giver of Life,” as the Creator and Preserver of all that 
“live, move, and have their being.” It is, therefore, that portion of 
the “ wondrous whole” which we term the animal kingdom that 
demands our especial regard, and is ia the highest degree calculated 
to gr n laudable curiosity, as well as to reward the labours of 
the diligent research. 

The entrance to Manders’ Mammoth Menagerie will be found 
through the left-hand corridor of the Great Mandernetheca, and, 
when inside the immense enclosure, the visitor cannot fail to be 
struck by the vast living display of nature's wonders which is pre- 
sented to his view. We propose to briefly describe a few of the 
most prominent features. The firat den on the right-hand side on 
entering contains an enormous black-maned Oaffrarian lion— 
“ Wallace”—we believe the largest specimen of his s ever im- 

orted into this country, This giant of the juogle is accompanied 
e ‘hia royal consort, a baantiful lioness, together wich six cubs, 
whioh were whelped at Perth, in Scotland, and which are re- 
spectively designated after several Scottish historical celebrities. 
Next in succession follow a pair of full-growa Bengal tigers, which 
have been in the menagerie for the past two years. These animals 
were landed in Liverpool, on November Sch, 1862, por Star of the 
Ocean, Captain Cassidy, aud were caught in traps, havisg destroyed 
fourteen head of cattle the night previous to their capture, as may 
be seen from a copy of the Bengal Hurkura, ia Mr. Manders’ pos- 
session, and whiob, doubiless, he will be glad to show to those 
visitors curious in such matters. In the next den will be found 
Macoomo's (of whom a few words hereafter) performing group of 
seven forest-bred bleok-maned lions. This forms one of the most 
magnificent sights that can well be imagined. The noble beasts 
have been tutored to ran, jump, walk, trot, amble, and gallop; to 
leap through fire-balloons; to bound over five-bar gates, do ; 
to sit up, lie down, and themselves in various positions, at the 
behest of their native African tamer. They are also the principal 
rformers in an exciting spectacle, entitled * The Lion Hant.” 
mmediately adjoining is a large den containing three full-grown 
performiog Bengal tigers. The feate performed by these beautiful, 
yet bloodthirsty, animals are certainly bordering on the marvellous. 
Graceful to 8 degree in all their movements, agile and quick ns 
domestic “ mousers,” powerful and treacherous, yet obedient and 
tractable, there has nothing yet been seen in the metropolis at all 
spprosohing these surprising “ tiger seaxces.” Then come a series 
of dens containing jaguars, panthers, leopards, hy ass, sloths, 
wolves, pumas, tiger-cats, jackals, Iceland foxes, civet cate, des. 
Thon follo ws the immense “ Brobdignagian Castle,” containing two 
splendid Oeylonese elephants, a mala aud female, the former of 
which is over five tons in weight. Both of these sagacious and un- 
wioldy animals pna a un nber of astonishing feats under the 
direction of the lion tamer, Maccomo. 

Oa one side of the elephant’s castlo is n don containing fine speol- 
meas of the horned horse of India; and on the opposite side will be 
found gracefal llamas, slpacas, and vicugnas. This is a most inte- 
restiog group of ruminant qusdrupeds. The visitor then arrives at 
a spacious den, in whioh a e (male and female) of that myeteri ue 
untameable animal, the ze! are confined. If it were possible to 
„break there lovely creatures to the use of harness, their appsarance 
in Rotten-row would oreste a “sensation,” and much competition doubt- 
losa created for their posession. In the densimmediately following 
are located the colossal elands, Brahmin balls, Barasingha deer, ga- 
zolles, antelopes, kangaroos, K. Then esmes the Realms of Mon- 
keydom,” a very large den, containing over seventy distinct species 
of this fanny type of humanity. Our juvenile friends will here find 
a treat in store for them, and even the “'elders” will not help 
pausing to witness the grimaces and antics of upwards of three hun- 
dred * born comics.” Immediately in succession will ba found an 
immense aviary, embracing ostriches, — condors, vultures, 
maca wa, parrots, paroquets, love birds, & , &, in end - 
less v „ Adjoining the aviary, and in a closed compartment, 
only opened at stated intervalo, are a pair of ourang-outangs, or 
gorillas —the exhibition and trained ormances of whioh will be 
witnessed with much satisfaction. 

The visitor having now proceeded round the enclosure, he must 
next direct his attention to the centre. He will here fiad noble 
specimens of the Bactrian, or two-humped camel, the sacred white 
oamel of the desert, and calf, and the dromedsry. There will also 
be found an extensive and varied assortment of serpents, alligatore, 
armadillos, lizards, scorpions, kc, &. We are only doing a simple 
act of justica to Mr. Manders when we assert that every portion of 
his menagerie is characterised by the utmost cleanliners, and there 
ig an entire absence of that unp'eazant effluvium too often found in 
exhtoitions of a similar character. Every attention is evidently paid 
to the warming and thorough ventilation of the euelosure. 

Some misapprehension existing that this menagerie is connected 
with one formerly possessed by a well-known wild beast collector 
(and. which, since his death, has besa divided into three distinct 
section»), we take this opportunity of placing the matter in a right 
light before the public The nucleus of Manders’ Mammoth Mena- 
gerle was laid by the late Mr. Hylton, of Liverpool, who struggled 
against overwhelming competition for many years, and in a suc- 
ozesfui manner. On the decerss of that gentleman, he was suc- 
ozeded by his son-iu-!aw, Mr. Mandera, the present proprietor, who 
has brought the menagerie to its now wouderfal position by the 
exercise of unbounded energy and judgment. Mr. Manders has 
been, in every sense of tue word, tho architect of his own fortune, 
and is truly a “self made man.“ Gradual'y evlerging his sphere 
of action year after year, and all the timo being a favoured “ pet“ 
of tho provincial publis, he has errived at length in London wiih 
what has been the a bit on of his lifeiime—the largest ard most 
complete travelling menagerie ia the world. Mr. Manors’ euor sa 
ia life ig only another iustanco of what oan ba accompl sted by 
assiduity and perseverecce, backed up by strict commercial iutegri' y 
and affability of disposition. E 

A wonderful man is Maocomo, the lion tamer at this menagerie. 
Ho is a splendid athletio African, about thirty years o! age, and 


speaks English fluently. He is a native of Angola, and was en- 

aged in the pursuit ol trapping wild animals iu his own country 
lor many years previously to his appearance before a British publio. 
His daring feats with the savago boasts aro really marvellous, and 
would prove impossible to any man who was not fully alive to the 
tempers, dispositions, babita, and qualifications of tho animals ho 
performed with. Maocomo, however, has had many “hair-breadth 
scapes,” although he is distinguished by great osrefaloesa. His 
terrific encounter with a tiger at Liverpool, four years ago, must 
ba fresh in the minds of many of our readers. In inviting our 
friends to go and witness Maccomo's performances with the lions, 
tigers, and elephants, we feel convinced that they will admit, after 
socir g him, that he is the “greatest sensation” in these “days of 
sensation.” 

We would strongly advise all visitors to the es to pur- 
chase the “Illustrated and Descriptive Catalogue.” It has 
written and compiled by Mr. E. Stevenson, and forms a handy and 
indispensable guide to the public; while its insignificant price 
(one penny) places it within the reach of all classes. This one 
single feature in Mr. Manders’ establishment stawps that gentle- 
man as a man of progress, and it is alzo one that other similar 
exhibitions might advantageously take example by. Mr. Manders 
has provided a well-written and exceedingly neatly got-up cata- 
logue at a mere nominal charge for his patrons, and hes abolished 
the odious “ go-round-with-my-hat” system, for which he deserves 
the thanks of the community. The Illustrated and Descriptive 
Catalogue,” in addition to ite use while in the menagerie, may be 
placed with advantage in the hands of children round the family 
hearthstone, as it will afford them both amusement und instruction. 

We cannot conclade this notice without complimenting Mr. 
Manders on the excellent orchestra he has placed in the music 
gallery of the Great Mandernetheca. We have seldom heard better 
renderings of the works of both ancient and modern masters than 
we heard on the cocasion of our visit. The band is ably cos ducted 
by Professor A. D. Millar, late chef d orchestra ia the private band 
of the King of the Belgians, and several well-known artistes are 
amongst the leading instrumentalists. We have never heard a more 
grotesque ard lively composition than the “Ohimpanzee Galop” 
(from the psn of the leader), now performing daily. 

To give an idea of the extent of Manders’ Mammoth Menagerie, 
we have to state that there are fifteen hoge caravans, which, when 
travelliog, are drawn by fifty-nine horses; these caravans contain 
many hundreds of beasts, birds, and reptiles; and there is a por- 
manent staff of keepers, «ttendants, ostlers, and other employes, num- 
bering over ninety iudividuala—this number being altogether inde- 
pendent of the gentlemen ef the orchestra, who are also perma- 
nently engaged by Mr. Manders, and travel with the menagerie, 
The onrrent expenses, when travelling, are more than five hundred 
pouads per week, and yet, the ‘attractions being so great, nud the 
general tout ensemble so unrivalled, success has hitherto flowed in 
upon the worthy and esteemed proprietor of Manders’ Great National 
M anmoth Menagerie. We trust he may be similarly favoured 
daring his sojourn in the metropolis.

LIFEBOAT SERVICES 18 1864 —It is gratifying to learn that 
during the year which has just closed the lifeboats of the National 
Lifebcat Institution saved 432 lives from various shipwreeks in 
addition to contributirg to the saving of 37 vessels. It also 
appears that, in addition to the above number, 266 lives have been 
saved during the same period by shore boats and other mesne, 
from different wrecks on the coasts of the United Kingdom, for 
which services the institution had gaas rewards; dede multas 
a total of 698 lives saved from various wrecks in one alone, 
mainly through the instrumentality and encouragement of the 
National Lifeboat Institution. For these joint services the society 
has granted £1500 ia rewards, and 22 honorary ackuowledg- 
ments, iaclading silver medals and votes on velinm. The lifeboats 
of the institution during the past twelve months have also put off 
in reply to signals of distreas 48 tices, but their services were 
subsequently not required, the ships having succezded in get ing 
off from their dangerous positions, or had their crews saved by 
their own boats or other means. It often happened on these oc- 
casions that the lifeboat crows had incurred much risk and great 
exposure throughout stormy days and nights. The number of 
lives saved either by the lifeboats of the institution, or by 
special exertions, for which it has granted rewards since its 
formation, is 14,260, for which services 82 gold m- dale, 742 
silver medals, and £19 350 in cash have been in rewards. 
When we remember that nearly every life saved by lifeboats has 
been rescued under perilous circumstances, it will at once be 
seen what great and national benefit has been conferred by the 
Lifeboat institution, not oaly on the poor men themselves, but alao 
on their wives and children, who would o:herwise be widows and 
orphans. How inadequately, then, can words expresa the aggregate 
amount of misery which the saving of so many thousands of lives 
must have prevented; it can only have been fally appreciated by 
the parties themselves, and by their rela:ives and friends, whose ex- 
pressions of gratitude for such important bsnefits are often of the 
most feeling character. During the year now closing the institution 
has also expended about £14770 on its various lifevoat establish- 
ments on the coasis of England, Scotland, and Ireland, sad since 
its first estab'ishment the iustitution has algo expended £120,000 0a 
ita lifeboat stations.

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RARBAROUS MURDER —Much excitement has been caused among 
the English residents at St. Petersburgh by a horrible murder 
lately committed there. The unfortunate victim is Frances Wyatt, 
who lived with her husbend on bosrd the Arcadian, of Liverpool, 
a brig of 200 tone burden. It appesrs that the vessel, of which 
Wyatt is tbe captain, had already taken in her cargo, and was about 
to put to sea. when she was caught by the ice and obliged to winter 
at St. Petersburgh. She is now lying off Tohekoushi, some seventy 
paces from the shore. This part of the town is considerably lower 
down the river than the place usually selected by ships that are de- 
tuined in the Neva, and it was probably the isolated position of the 
vessel that tempted the murderer. Wyatt left his ship at half-peet 
nine o'clock in the morning, with the intention of calling ón a 
brother captain, and when he arrived thare he begged the daughters 
of hia friend to go and see his wife, who was quite alone. The 
horror of there poor girls may be easily imagined on finding the 
unfortunate woman lying dead in the cabin. The alarm was im- 
meaistely given, snd the police were soon on the spot, From the 
merks of footsteps in the snow, it would seem that there was 
only one person engaged in the crime, and suspicion hes 
falen upon a Russian sailor, who for several deys pre- 
viously had been seen roaming about in the neighbourhood, 
snd who seemed to be watching the ship. When the crime was 
committed Mre. Wyatt was writing in the cabin, as a half-finished 
letter was found on her table. The murder was perpetrated in the 
most barbarous manner, the implementa made ure of being a clock- 
weight and a hammer, which were found near tha body, and bore 
evident marks of having been used in committing the crime. The 
cabin was fouud in the greatest disorder. One of the chairs was 
broken, the place had been thoroughl; ransacked, and a great many 
things carried cff—smong them a great portion of the wearing 
apparel of both Wyatt and his wife, the captain's watch, and 155 
roubles, besid-s a pocket-book wuich contained some memoratda. 
The murderer appears to have made an attempt to set fire to the 
chip, ss smoke wes geen isening from the cabin window, and a 
chair waa partly burnt. From the fact of co many articles having

ATTACK ON A PROTESTANT OLERGY- 
MAN'S HOUSE. 


Ar the county Wisklow Quarter Bessions, opened 
at Bray on Saturday, before J. W J. Lendriok, 
Esq, QO, chairman, and a fall beuch, Michacl 
Davne and Patrick Oomnor, farm labourers, were 
indioted for enteriog the dwelling of the rector of 
Osliery, the Rev. ti. Marshall, with biackeued 
faces, and pistols in hand. Having ransacked 
tho premises, they administered oatha of secreoy 
to the domestics, locked them fn the pantry, and 
decawped with koma pieces of bacon and some 
bottles, expressing — at not findiog 
somo evidently expected booty. 

The case excited an extraordinary amount oi 
interest, the court house at Bray being filled 
— to suffocation chiefly by the peasantry of 
the county, 

Mr. Coates appeared on the part of the Crown ; 
and Mr. Ourran (with Mr. Rogers, jun) for the 


The prisoners pleaded “ Not guilty.” 

Mr. Contes opened the cass. Hé confined him- 
self to a summary of the facts as subsequently 
given in evidence. The Rev. Mr. Marshall was 
the Protestant rector of Callery, near Roundwood. 
He had two maid and two men servante. The 
latter did not sleep in the house. Mr. Marshall, 
on the occasion of the attack on his dwelling- 
house, was absent in Dablin. All the servants 
were present in the kitchen on the ooossion re- 
ferred to. Aout five pm. on the evening of the 
28th of November last, four men entered the house 
Their faces wero blackened. Two of them 
carried pistola in their hands—namely, CO mnor 
and Dunne, the prisoners at the bar. According 
to the evidence to be produced, Connor ordered 
the servant, Aune Cashel, to stop the work at 
which she was engaged, or he “would blow 
her brains out with a pistol” The same man 
ord mon servants to turn away, 80 
that they should not see what ocourred. Two 
of the four men entering the hou:e then went 
up-stsirg, while two, not yet made amenable, 
remained in the kitchen. Connor came down 
aod swore the servants on a book not to 
divulge what had taken place. The girl Slano 
had concealed herself under a table and watohed 
the proceedings, but was eubsequently, with the 
other servanta, fastened by th» strangers in a 
pantry while the latter decamped. One of these 
exclaimed, with a fearful oath, “ We're bet! 
One of the male servants afterwards got through 
a window in the pantry, and set his follow-2er- 
vants freo. This man, L. Leeson, then went for 
the constabulary, and on the information given 
the prisoners were arrested, and clearly identified, 
in particular by the servant girl, Anpe Oashel, and 
sworn to before the magistrates at Enniskerry 
petty sessions. 

Anne Oashel, a young and interesting country 
girl, who gave her evidence with composure, was 
then sworn, and examined by Mr Coates: On the 
28th of November last was engaged in her mas- 
ter’s house, Glassuamullen. At tive in the even- 
ing was busy in the kitchen. Sarah Slane, a 
little girl, a “helo,” was with her; aleo L. and 
W. Leeson, “out” ter vauts. — door of the 
kitoben out on tho grounds, and ley open.

They returned and asked where the 
master was, end were told that he was in Dublin, 
sick. Dunne took a spade, and wentup-steireagaio, 
while Connor mounted guard on those belo v, pistol 
in hand. Heard s loud noiseabove staire, forabou; 
three qua» ters of an hour, as of doors being broken 
open Dunne came down again, and conversed 
in a low tons with the men below. Heard him 
say, ‘ By gob, we're bet.“ Connor then handed 
a book to witness and her fellow servants, and 
made them repeat the words, “The truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing but the trath, that you 
never tell what has happened to-night.” Witness 
k'seed the book Connor said, “ You did not do 
it right, do i: agaia.” Didso. Ssrah Slane was 
then sworn, sles the Leesons. The book was a 
Protestant bymn-book. Connor asked them 
whether they would prefer being tied or looked 
up. Preferred the latter. They were then or- 
dred into 8 pantry, and were fastened ia it. 
Heard the tramp o! the four men es they went 
away. Leeson got out through the pantry win- 
dow in about half-an-heur, and liberated all.
